2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document D1 discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to this document): 

a device for sealing a web of material, comprising means (1 1 ) for emitting ultrasonic 
radiation, and contact means (12) acting in conjunction with the emitting means (1 1 ) 
in a sealing area, wherein the contact means (12) are equipped with at least one 
cutting surface (12b) designed to interact with a matching cutting surface (1 1 b) of a 
sealing end of the emitting means (1 1 ) (cf. figure 5) so as to simultaneously seal and 
cut the web of material. 

3 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 8 

3.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 8 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT.
